AN  ACT 

Making  appropriations  for  carrying  into  ef- 
fect the  treaties  concluded  with  the  Chippewa 
and  Kickapoo  nations  of  Indians. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Houser 
•wf  liepresr.tatives  of  the  United  States 
America  in  Congress  assembled.  That 
for  the  purpose  ot  carrying  into  effect 
the  stipulation  contained  in x the  fourth 
article  of  the  treaty  concluded  between 
the  United  States  and  the  Chippawa  na- 
of  Indians,  on  the  twenty-fourth  of  Sep- 
tember, one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
19,  which  was  ratified  by  the  President  of 
the  United  States  by  and  v.  iththc  advice 
and  consent  of  the  senate,  on  the  twen- 
ty-fifth day  of  March,  one  thousand 
-eight  hundred  and  twenty,  there  be,  and 
and  hereby  is  appropriated  the  cum  of 
one  thousand  dollars  to  be  paid  in  silvet 
annually,  forever  to  the  said  Chippewa 
nation. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted , That 
there  be,  and  hereby  13  appropriated  the 
sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  to  carry  in 
to  effect  any  other  stipulations  contained 
in  the  said  treaty. 

Sec.  3.  Aad  be  it  further  enacted , 
That  the  sums  herein  appropriated  be 
paid  out  of  any  monies  in  the  Treasu- 
ry, not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted , That, 
for  the  purpose  of  carrrying  into  effect 
the  stipulations  contained  in  the  third 
article  of  the  Treaty  concluded  between 
the  United  States  and  the  tribe  of  Kickn- 
pbo  Indians,  of  Vermillion,  on  the  thir- 
tieth day  of  August,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  nineteen,  and  which  was 
ratified  bv  the  president  of  the  U.S  by  S: 
•with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Sen- 
ate, on  the  tenth  day  of  may,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  twenty,  there  be 
and  is  hereby  appropriated  the  sura  of 
two  thousand  dollars,  to  be  paid  annually 
for  ten  years,  out  of  any  money  in  the 
Treasury,  not  otherwise  appropriated.

Eddyville,  A lay  25M,  1820. 

I frequently  amuse  myself  with  my 
pen,  and  you  have  often  honored  mv  lu- 
cubrations with  a place  in  the  Reporter. 
Being  well  acquainted  with  the  curiosity 
people  have  of  knowing  who  is  the  au- 
thor or  writer  of  what  they  read,  at  once 
to  gratify  this  curiosity-  and  to  shew  mv 
readiness  to  account  for  what  I write,  I 
have  placed  my  name  to  my  production. 

Although  I am  a friend  to  col.  Butler, 
and  believe  him  the  most  suitable  per- 
son among  the  candidates  for  our  next 
governor,  but  I have  not  troubled  you 
with  a line  on  the  subject.  But  I have 
written  two  letters  which  have  been  pub- 
lished—one  to  a friend  at  Hopkinsville, 
at  the  time  Col.  Butler  was  announced 
at  Frankfort;  the  other  to  a gentleman 
of  my  acquaintance  at  Frankfort,  who 
pressed  it  upon  me  to  write  to  him  on 
the  subject  as  soon  as  I got  home.  Ac- 
cordingly, on  the  15th  of  April  I wrote 
the  letter  which  I have  since  seen  pub- 
lished in  the  Argus.  A host  of  writers, 
friends  to  Gen.  Adair’s  election  have  as- 
sailed me  in  the  Hopkinsville  paper,  in 
the  Commentator,  and  in  the  Monitor 
Forgetting  that  col.  Butler  is  the  candi 
date,  or  because,  having  said  all  the) 
,coukl  against  him  they  fall  on  me,  and 
wish  to  deprive  me  of  what  every  man 
of  sensibility  values  above  rubies  and  the* 
treasures  oi  the  earth.  The  poet  truly 
says,  “He  that  steals  my  purse,  steals- 
••  trash  ; it  was  mine,  is  his,  and  is  the 
4*  slave  of  thousands,*  but  he  that  filches 
« from  me  my  good  name,  takes  from 
? me  that  which  not  enrichc".  him,  but

other  charges,  accused  of  cowardice , and 
of  enmity  to  my  country  ; one  a erirm 
of  the  highest  nature,  the  other  a belit 
tling  defect.  However  innocent  and 
harmless  a coward  may  be,  and  however 
politically  wise  a coward  may  be,  the 
character  is  so  detestable  that  no  man 
but  a coward  will  tamely  bear  to  be 
branded  with  the  epithet.  To  ward  off 
the  imputation  of  cowardice,  thousands 
have  sacrifised  their  lives ; and  more 
have  risked  life,  rather  than  suffer  the 
imputation.  No  man  acquainted  with 
me  ever  thought  me  a coward.  Through 
your  paper  many  people  have  become 
acquaited  with  my  name : when  that 
name  b traduced,  I am  bound  to  defend 
it.  And  as  I value  the  good  opinion  of 
the  readers  of  the  Reporter  as  much,  at 
least,  as  that  of  any  class  of  people  of  the 
nation,  and  as  I have  by  your  indulgence 
been  much  conversant  with  them,  I fee! 
it  incumbent  on  me  to  address  what  1 
shall  have  occasion  to  say  on  this  subject 
to  you,  with  a request  that  you  will  give 
it  a place  in  your  columns. 

I am  an  advoccate  ;o  col.  Butlers  elec- 
tion, because  I think  him  rather  better 
qualified  for  the  performance  of  the  du- 
ties of  the  station,  than  any  other  of  the 
candidates  I may  be  wrong;  lmtiuchismy 
opinion  and  I feci  that  I have  a right  to 
express  it.  I am  his  advocate,  bccauso  I 
think  him  a man  ofgieat  merit— of  re- 
publican merit.  I cannot  forget  the  aid 
he  gave  us,  in  the  important  struggle  to 
snake  off  the  federal  tyranny  we  labored  | 
under  during  the  reign  of  John  Adams,  j 
I am  his  advocate  because  he  enjoys  the 
confidence  of  the  republicans  in  Kentac-!

But  it | 
seems  as  if  the  election  depended  cn  my  j 
clnracter,  not  his.  I am  to  bo  borne! 
down  tor  expressing  my  opinion,  by  the 
>randishment  of  a wooden  sword  at  me 
and  by  unfounded  chargess  of  unfriendli- 
ness to  my  country.  Among  the  less 
•mportant  charges  against  me,  is  that  in 
the  Monitor,  of  being  a tavern  haunter. 

I never  had  a taYe.ru  bill  in  any  town  1 
ived  in  amount  to  four  dollars  a yfcar. 
exclusi  ve  of  the  charge  for  public  din- 
ners. During  my  stay  of  about  five  weeks 

'.i  Lexington,  although  I put  up  at  a tav- 
ern when  I eametotown  my  tavern  ex- 
pense did  not  amount  to  more  than  five 
dollars.  When  I travel  I call  at  taverns; 
hut  the  obtrusive  noise  of  a tavern  is  al- 
ways offensive  to  me.  As  to  drinking 
at  taverns,  I dare  sav  col.  Taylor’s  book- 
keeper can  attest  that  my  liquor  account 
during  the  last  session  at  Frankfort,  of 
ten  weeks,  did  not  amount  to  three  dol- 
lar. 

A correspondent  in  the  Commentator  of 
? he  11th  of  May,  who  in  defiance  of.truth 
and  decency,  assumes  the  name  of  V cri- 
me, in  order  to  disprove  my  being  among 
the  first  Americans  who  assumed  the 
name  of  Democrat,  tells  his  readers 
'hat  he  “has  seen  the  records  of  a court 
“ martial,  wherein  the  redoubtable  col. 

Lyon  was  charged  v.nd  convicted  of 
“ cowardidc,  and  a wooden  sword  awa.i 
“ ded  him,  while  commanding  on  Onion 
“river.”  lie  tells  an  untruth  : lie  has 
seen  no  such  record.  But  this  matter 
^aall  he  examined  and  explained  to  the 
satisfaction  of  those  who  arc  willing  to 
think  favorably  of  me.  And  when  we 
meet,  the  Commentator  and  his  lying 
Veritas  shall  nave  a lecture  from  me  up- 
on cowardice  net  so  pleasing  to  them. 
In  the  mean  time,  they  shall  see  that  I 
am  net  the  coward  that  will  be  buTiicd 
out  of  my  right  of  expressing  my  opin- 
ion on  gubernatorial  elections  and  giving 
my  reasons  for  that  opinion.  To  yield 
this  right,  would  he  cowardice  indeed. 
My  dictionary  says  a democrat  is  a friend 
to  a popular  government.  Our  govern- 
ments, both  national  and  municipal,  are 
democratica!  ; founded  on  the  will  of  the 
people  supported  by  their  patriotism  and 
intelligence.  Although  I am  a democrat, 

I have  no  claim  to  exclusive  democracy. 
Exclusive  does  not  belong  to  the  char- 
acter of  democracy.  The  words  are  ne- 
ver coupled  together,  except  in  derision. 
Whenever  l see  a person  who  under- 
stands the  term  exclaiming  against  de- 
mocracy, I am  inclined  to  doubt  his  de- 
mocracy : that  is,  his  republicanism.  I 
never  had  a wish  to  force  the  epithet  ol 
democrat  on  any  man,  nor  to  exclude 
any  man  from  the  pale  of  democracy,  al- 
though I confess  my  heart  always  warm  s 
more  towards  the  man  who  is  not  afraid 
to  profess  dcmocacy  than  toward  him 
who  sneers  at  it  and  ridicules  it,  Th 
veritable  writer  in  the  Co.nmcntatoi 
says  he  will  lift  the  veil  and  enquire 
whether  it  Mas  exclusive  democracy, 
from  1806  until  1810  to  oppose  the  cm 
bar  go  and  other  restrictive  meaaurres 
adopted  by  Congress  to  cocrcc  Grea* 
Britain  to  justice.  He  asks,  was  it  “ex 
elusive  democracy  for  a representative 
c from  Kentucky  to  array  himself  in  the 
{ ranks  of  the  Pickerings,  the  Quinccys. 
” and  opposition  of  that  day  ?”  And  this 
scribbler,  to  extol  his  Idol,  goes  on  toi 
say,  “General  Adair  was  also  in  Con- 
4 gre^i  during  a portion  of  this  time  :” 
and  he  arrogantly  asks,  “Did  he  pur- 
sue the  same  course,  or  was  he  not 
‘ steadily  and  firmly  on  the  side  of  ad 
u ministration  ?*'  As  he  seems  to  chal- 
lenge me  to  an-swev  thase  interrogatories 


• fl°  it?  although  in  doing  so  I shall 
>e  obliged  to  lift  the  veil  further  than  he 
vishes  it.  We  will  see  whether  Col. 
Butler  shall  be  refused  ttic  station  of  go- 
vernor on  account  of  my  sins,  or  Gen. 
Adair  on  account  of  his  own  sins.  The 
tvhole  course  of  this  General's  boasted 
Congressional  career,  leaving  out  the 
Sundays  and  Saturdays,  on  which  the 
Senate  did  not  sit,  amount  to  somewhere 
near  100  days.  I have  no  record  of  the 
fine  speeches  the  General  made  during 
this  long  Congresional  course ; but  the 
record  cf  the  yeas  and  nays  savs  he  vo- 
icd  36  times  it)  all,  and  that  eighteen  of 
those  times  he  voted  with  this  same 
Timothy  Pickering,  with  whom  I am 
lalscly  charged  with  voting.  It  wfctild 
have  been  treason  in  the  eyes  of  the 
Commentator’s  Veritas  for  me  to  have 
voted  with  Timothy  Pickering;  but  1 
never  voted  nor  sat  in  the  same  house 
with  him  in  my  life.  It  is  patriotism  lor 
General  Adair  to  vote  with  him,  in  the 
eyes  of  this  Veritas  ; patriotism  deset- 
ving  a civic  crown — nay,  a governorship. 
Now,  Mr.  Veritas , if  you  had  been  o-

The 
General,  in  a sober  fit,  sent  for  me,  and 
after  causing  the  sentence  to  be  read, 
remitted  that  part  respecting  future  ser- 
vice, and  advised  me  to  accept  a com- 
mission of  second  lieutenaet,  which  was 
offered  me  in  the  continental  army  ; the 
same  rank  that  I had  held.  No  other 
indignity  was  offered  me  ; but  this  was 
too  much.  No  wooden  sword  was  spo- 
ken ©f,  nor  seen  ; nor  was  I exposed  to 
the  view  of  any  but  the  General’s  family 
when  the  sentence  was  read:  they  ail 
sympathised  with  mi;.  I ha v-e  just  the 
same  right  to  say  I was  injured  and  a- 
bused,  as  Gen.  Adair  has.  1 had  no  civ- 
il court  to  apply  to  for  redress  or  res- 
toration of  my  character,  as  Gen.  Adair 
lias  had.  But  I have  had  all  the  redress 
(that  the  nature  of  this  misfortune  could 
j admit  of.  I had  the  favor  of  the  oldest 
land  wisest  of  that  court  martial.  Gen.

that  time.  But  there  was  a correct  res- 
trictive measure  of  the  administration 
Before  Congress,  in  which  the  demo- 
j orals  agreed,  and  to  which  Gen  Adair 
and  his  coadjutor  Pickering  gave  the 
most  strenuous  opposition  : I mean  the 
act  prohibiting  the  importation  of  cer- 
tain goods,  wares  and  merchandise,  the 
productions  of  Great  Britain.  On  the 
* Oth  cf  April,  Gen.  Adair,  with  picket- 
ing, Tracy  Pillhousc,  and  five  others  vo- 
ted against  the  third  reaning  of  this  bill. 

On  the  1 5th  of  the  same  month,  he,  with 
the  same  persons,  voted  for  the  postpone- 
ment of  this  bill ; and  the  same  day,  they 
all  voted  against  its  passage.  I suppor- 
ted this  bill  in  its  every  stage  and  made 
several  such  6pccchcs  as  I was  able  to 
m*kc  in  favour  of  the  policy  and  impor- 
tance of  the  measure.  This  was  a res- 
trictive measure,  which  our  enemy  Tel: 
and  dreaded.  It  passed  on  the  26t‘ 
of  March,  ie06;  93  mcmbcraln  its  fa 
vor,  among  whom  were  every  member 
from  Kentucky,  not  excepting  this  same 
obnoxious  Matthew  Lyon.  The  federal- 
ists were  all  included  in  the  32  who  op- 
posed it.  In  tins  effort  of  patriotism  for 
the  support  of  the  administration  and 
restrictive  measures,  Gen.  Adair  had  the 
lienor  o.  being  the  only  patriot  from 
h.t  ntucky.  Having  the  book  before  me, 
l cannot  help  noticing  a few  more  of  the 
General's  votes.

General  A 
dair  happened  unfortunately  to  be  found 
in  New  Orleans  in  180/.  For  what  pur- 
pose he  went  there,  T do  not  pretend  to 
say  : I know  it  not.  But  nobody  will  be- 
lieve what  one  ol  his  panegyrists  says  of 
him,  that  he  was  there  all  alone,  without 
command  or  concert, “ lobe  ready  to  ad- 
vance upon  Mexico  when  war  "should, 
be  declared.  ’ I charitably  hope  he 
“had  no  views  hostile  to  the  prosperity 
of  his  country.  .But  he  was  there, 
and  under  suspicion  of  having  intentions 
to  aid  in  a project  supposed  to  have  been 
on  foot,  for  dismembering  the  peace  of 
the  nation,  plundering  New  Oalencs,  &c. 
He  was  seized  in  his  lodgdings  by  a 
guard,  and  ni  Arched  as  a prisoner  through 
the  city  in  an  ignominous  manner :

As  to  General  Adair’s  services,  or 
hb  youthful  democracy,  I knew  nothing 
about  them.  But  if  the  stories  about 
them  which  arc  told  in  tne  Commenta- 
tion are  exagerated  after  the  manner  fo 
his  political  services,  1 pity  him  for  having 
fallen  into  the  hands  ol  parasites  who  will 
ruin  instead  of  emblazoning  his  charac- 
ter.

not  sufficiently  paid  at  g8  a day.  In  the 
early  days  of  Vermont,  when  the  gov- 
ernment had  not  the  means  of  paying 
their  officers,  I held  as  many  as  a dozen 
offices,  among  which  were  deputy  and 
acting  treasurer*  paymaster-general  of 
the  troops  cf  the  state,  secretary  to  th*- 
governor  and  council,  deputy  secretary 
of  tlic  state,  clerk  cf  the  house  of  rep- 
resentatives, clerk  of  the  court  of  conus 
cation,  and  several  ether  clerkships  ; all

BUENOS  AYRES. 

We  extract  from  RclPs  Philadelphia 
Gazette  the  latest  accounts  from  this 
province.  The  rapid  mutation  of  affairs 
that  have  recently  characterised  public 
events  there,  leaves  it  very  uncertain 
what  will  be  the  ultimate  result.  It  is 
suggested  that  the  allied  forces  (Portu- 
guese and  Royalists)  have  negotiated 
with  France  for  a prince  of  the  Bourbon 
line,  who  is  to  be  monarch.  The  truth 
of  this  report  is  doubtful.  The  force 
Which  at  the  last  date  occupied  the  town 
of  Buenos  Ayres  is  too  feeble  to  be  for 
midable  and  no  doubt  the  next  arrival 
will  present  to  us  a different  posture  of 
he  public  concerns  of  the  province. 

Epitome  ol! 


Arthur  Thistlewood,  and  ten  of  his 
associates,  who  conspired  in  Cato-streci 
to  assassinate  the  Cabinet  ministers  of 
England,  were  sentenced  to  death  on  the 
28th  April  last : Thistlewood,  Ings, 

Brunt,  Tidd  and  Davidson  were  ordered 
to  execution  on  Monday  the  1st  of  May: 
they  were  to  be  hung  by  the  neck  until 
dead— 'then  tieheaded — and  afterwards 
each  of  their  bodies  divided  into  four 
quarters,  to  be  disposed  of  by  the  man- 
date of  the  crown:  the  other  six  who 
pleaded  guilty  to  their  indictments  were 
respited  during  the  pleasure  of  the  king: 
we  have  attentively  examined  notices  of 
these  trials,  and  find  that  the  prisoners 
behaved  very  well  on  the  occasion — 
Whilst  they  manfully  avowed  that  it  had 
been  their  intention  to  terminate  the  ex- 
istence of  the  Cabinet  ministers,  they  de- 
clared they  had  been  drawn  into  the  plot 
by  a government  spy  of  the  name  of 
lid  wards,  who  had  suddenly  risen  from 
extreme  poverty  to  the  appearance  of 
wealth  : the  court  refused  them  an  op- 
portunity pror>£  on  this,  as  well  as  oth- 
er points — and  acted  throughout  with 
that  vindictive  cruelty  peculiarly  inci- 
dent to  the  English  bench  in  state  pro- 
secutions. Ferdinand  has  issued  an  im- 
portant state  paper,  declaring  the  deter- 
mination of  (lie  Spanish  government  to 
punish  the  revolted  colonins  of  South 
America  with  all  the  il  horrors  and  con- 
vulsions which  states  suffer  in  the  most 
Violent  crisis,”  if  they  do  not  return  to 
their  former  allegiance  : this  contempti- 
ble threat  only  serves  to  demonstrate 
that  the  Cortes  has  no  favorable  disposi- 
tion towards  the  Independence  of  Span- 
ish America.  The  same  monarch  on  the 
3d  of  April,  issued  a decree  granting 
ct  full  pardon  and  immediate  liberty  to 
all  the  Anglo-Americans  who  may  be 
imprisoned  in  his  dominions  for  having 
borne  arms  on  the  side  of  the  insurgents; 
for  having  acted  as  spies;  for  being  found 
without  property  ; or  for  having  abetted 
directly  or  indirectly  the  rebellion  of 
the  American  provinces ; and,  in  the 
general,  to  all  who  are  not  in  confine- 
ment for  assassination,  theft  or  debt.” 
On  the  25th  of  May,  Jean  Desfarge  and 
Robert  Johnston , the  first  a capt.  and 
the  latter  a first  licut.  of  the  scliooner 
recently  captured  by  capt.  Loomis,  were 
executed  in  New  Orleans  for  piracy  : 
sixteen  others  had  been  sentenced  to 
d.-atir,  one  of  whom,  John  2'uckcrt , lias 
been  pardoned  by  the  president  of  the 
U.  S. — and  the  remaining  15  respited 
for  sixty  days.  The  report  contained 
in  a letter  published  in  Lcxiilgton  from 
Washington  city,  stating  that  Gen.  Fives 
had  been  knocked  down  for  insolence  by 
an  inn-keeper,  is  contradicted  in  the  Na 
tional  Messenger  of  the  7th  inst.  Sam. 
N.  Smallwood  has  been  re-elected  May- 
or of  the  City  of  Washington  nemine 
contradiccnte  : under  the  new  act  of  in- 
corporation the  Aldermen  exercise  ma- 
gisterial functions,  an  unjust  and  shame- 
ful provision.  In  April  last,  the  tragedy 
of  King  Leai  was  represented  with  fine 
success  in  Drury  Lane  Theatre  : the 
after  piece  was  ‘the  Miller  of  Mansfield:* 
Kemble,  who  represented  the  character 
of  the  miller,  was  constrained,  in  ordc* 
truly  to  present  his  part,  to  drink  at  hi.c 
own  table  the  htalth  of  his  majesty  : up 
on  th*  doing  of  this,  some  person  vocifi 
rated  from  the  gallery,  “ Drink  to  tht 
Queen'*  Great  confusion  ensued  : al 
attempts  to  pacify  and  q>iiet  the  audience 
were  ineffectual — \nd  the  balance  of  tin 
play  wept  offin  dumb  >hmy ; we  rejoice 


to  see  evidences  exhibited  in  diffeten 
Circles  in  England  of  the  rising  popu 
larity  of  the  persecuted  princess  of 
Wales — now  the  legitimate  Queen  of 
England.  A novel  and  rather  singular 
occurrence  recently  took  place  in  Mon- 
treal: a person,  dressed  as  a gentleman, 
lived  there  about  eight  months  in  fine 
style — kept  good  company — was  expert 
at  billiards — an  easy  and  graceful  eques- 
trian— and  was  considered  an  accom 
plished  young  man  of  property  : some 
short  time  since,  this  supposed  gentle- 
man had  an  accouchement , and  upon  the 
discovery  that  her  sex  had  been  mista 
ken,  she  put  on  female  attire  and  disap- 
peared. The  Spaniards  in  Bordeaux,  at 
the  invitation  of  the  consul  of  their  na 
tion,  assembled  on  the  5th  of  April  and 
took  the  constitutional  oath  as  required 
by  the  supreme  junta.  The  notorious 
villain,  David  Lewis,  has  recently  es- 
caped by  the  means  of  stratagem  from 
the  jail  of  Chambersburg,  in  the  state 
of  Pennsylvania.  Capt.  Rid g ley,  of  the 
navy  has  been  appointed  to  command 
the  U.  S.  frigate  Constellation,  lying  at 
Norfolk,  and  Capt.  S/iencc  succeeds  bin 
as  commanding  officer  on  the  Baltimore 
station.  On  the  31st  of  May,  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  new  state  of  Maine  was 
organized.  Gen.  Wm.  King,  in  his  ad- 
dress, declared  his  determination  to  pur- 
sue the  liberal  course  of  policy  he  sug- 
gested when  he  consented  to  become  a 
candidate  for  governor.  John  Chandler 
was  unaimously  chosen  speaker  of  the 
Senate ; and  Benjamin  Ames , in  like 
manner,  was  chosen  speaker  cf  th 
house  of  representatives.

ficn  7 car.  Of  tSiis  opinion  was  General' 
Desha,  which  he  again  and  again  urged 
upon  the  floor  of  congress.  But  such 
was  the  pacific  disposition  of  ihe  admin- 
istration or  such  the  alarm  produced  by 
the  defection  of  the  New  England  states, 
that  war  was  not  lcsolved  on  until  June 
1812.  The  General  was  then,  as  he  had 
been  for  years  before,  the  strenuous  sup- 
porter of  such  a measure. — After  the 
constituted  authorities  had  determined 
upon  this  last  resort  of  nations,  he  was  cf 
opinion  that  the  united  energies  of  the 
republic,  moral  and  physical,  should  be 
vigorously  directed  to  the  effectuation 
of  the  object  in  view.  lichee,  with  bold- 
ness, he  supported  the  strongest  mea- 
sures that  were  proposed  on  the  subject. 
Whilst  the  timid,  time-serving,  calcula- 
ting politician  was  fearful  to  vote  for; 
the  necessary  taxes  to  carry  on  the  war. 
lest  he  might  lose  his  scat  in  congress, 
the  conduct  of  General  Desha  by  voting 
for  ail  the  supplies  asked,  and  by  advo-j 
eating  the  raising  of  an  efficient  army.  ; 
evinced  that  he  was  far  above  such  vul- 
gar considerations,  and  that  he  viewed 
a place  in  congress  or  his  personal  ag- 
grandizement as  nothing — when  brought 
into  competition  with  the  interests  and 
character  of  his  country.  An  instance 
of  which  occurred  in  the  last  year  of 
the  war,  when  it  was  discovered  that  an 
efficient  regular  army  could  not  be  rais- 
ed in  due  time,  notwithstanding  the  high 

bounty  given,  and  when  it  was  perceived 
to  be  impracticable  to  conduct  a cam- 
paign with  success,  in  an  enemy’s  couri- 
liy,  with  militia  called  out  Cor  three  or 
six  months.  Under  these  circumstan- 
ces it  was  proposed  by  the  executive  to 
classify  the  militia,  and  those  of  that 
c.ass  intended  for  offensive  opcri^ions. 
to  be  drafted  for  at  least  two  yean.,  that 
they  might  feej  the  responsibility  of, 
and  quickly  become,  soldiers.  In  this 
way  an  army  could  ha*  e been  raised  in- 
most, instantly  with  the  least  possible 
expense — and  such  a step  would  have 
caused  the  greatest  alarm  on  the  part 
of  cur  enemy.  Indeed  it  is  asserted  by 
our  ministers  who  negociated  the  treaty 
of  peace  at  Ghent,  that  the  bare  propo- 
sition of  it  had  considerable  effect  in

Heretofore  the  public  prints  have 
been  almost  wholly  occupied  in  advanc- 
ing and  opposing  the  pretensions  of  Col. 
Butler,  Gen.  Adair  and  of  Judge  Logan 
to  the  chief  magistracy  of  this  slate. — 
Little  has. been  said  concerning  Genera! 
Desha,  favorably  or  otherwise.  From 
what  cause  this  has  arisen  is  not  very  ma- 
terial. Many  of  the  citizens,  in  various 
parts  of  this  slate,  are  acquainted  with 
the  stern  republican  character  of  the 
man,  and  with  the  ability  and  fidelity  be 
» ever  discharged  his  duty  as  a sol- 
dier, a citizen,  and  a legislator.  It  can- 
not, however,  be  considered  impertinent 
to  submit  the  following  statement  of 
facts  and  comments  arising  therefrom, 
relative  to  Gen.  Desha,  for  the  perusal 
and  consideration  of  those  who  may  be 
unacquainted  with  his  public  life. 

At  a early  Lg  * GcTi.  Desha  become 
a resident  of  Kentucky,  and  shared  i?i 
the  toils,  difficulties  and  dangers  inci- 
dent to  a youth  without  fortune,  the  set- 
tlement of  a wilderness  and  to  the  vari 
bus  Indian  hostilities  the  country  had  at 
that  period  to  encounter.  He  was 
found  equal  to  the. emergency  in  which 
he  was  placed,  and  besides  obtaining  the 
character  of  a good  soldier  and  patriotic 
citizen,  he  has  by  his  industry  and  econ- 
omy obtained  a sufficient  independence 
f fortune  to  live  in  easy  circumstances, 
and  to  rear  and  educate  a large  and  res- 
pectable family. 

About  twenty-two  years  since  be  was 
elected  a member  of  the  House  of  Re- 
presentatives of  the  Legislature  cf  Ken- 
ucky  from  the  county  of  Mason ; in 
which  situation  he  continued  either  in 
the  Senate  or  in  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives lor  eight  years;  acquitting  him- 
self to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  his  con- 
stituents* As  a proof  of  which,  he  was 
immediately  afterwards  chosen  a mem- 
ber of  the  House  of  Representatives  in 
the  congress  of  the  United  Stales,  where 
he  remained  twelve  years  in  succes- 
jvn. 

Gen.  Desha’s  course  in  congress  w as 
-i  .irked  by  an  ardent  zeal  in  support  o’ 
ne  republican  institutions  of  his  coun- 
try, for  which  heffias  obtained,  I believe, 
the  approbation  of  all  sound  republicans. 
He  became  a member  of,  and  served  in 


of  one,  would  also  create  a home 
rsty  and  free  us  forever  From  foreign  in- 
fluence, by  placing  us  beyond  the  reach 
of  its  power.  Upon  the  subject  of  bind; 
ingtogether  the  various  parts  cf  this  ex- 
tensive republic,  by  roads  and  canals, 
under  the  direction  and  at  the  expense 
of  the  national  government,  he  has  main- 
tained the  same  opinion  and  views  as 
those  of  the  most  liberal  and  enlighten- 
ed statesmen  in  America. 

An  additional  evidence  of  Gen.  De- 
sha’s devotion  to  liberty,  cf  his  attach- 
ment to  the  rights  of  man  and  cf  the 
magnanimous  policy  he  would  wish  the 
United  Slates  to  adopt,  is  to  be  found  in 
the  zealous  support  he  gave  to  the  reso- 
lutions introduced  into  congress  two 
years  since  by  Mr.  Clay,  substantially 
recognizing  the  independence  of  the 
confederated  states  of  the  Republic  of  La 
Plata,  in  South  America.  He  did  not 
hesitate  to  assert  that  the  oldest  repub- 
lic in  existence  was  in  duty  bound  to  ex- 
tend to  her  younger  sister  the  hand  of 
friendship,  and  to  be  the  frst  to  intro- 
duce her  into  the  great  family  of  na- 
tions. For  lie  called  to  mind  that  his 
own  country  was  once  similarly  situated; 
and  that  from  the  magnanimity,  not  of  a 
republic,  (for  none  of  sufficient  impor- 
tance then  existed)  but  of  a king,  she 
was  the  better  enabled  to  wade  through 
the  bloody  war  of  the  revolution  and  es- 
tablish her  liberties  and  rights  upon  an 
immovable  basis,  lie  was,  on  this  oc- 
casion, in  the  minority  ; forty  lour  mem- 
bers, only,  voting  for  the  resolutions. 
But  he  has  now  the  satisfaction  to  ob- 
serve t hat  the  policy  he  then  supported 
has  since  been  recognized  as  expedient 
by  a majority  of  the  representatives  of 
the  American  people. 

I suppose  Gen.  Desha  to  be  between 
55  and  60  years  of  age,  though  he  ap- 
pears younger,  being  possessed  of  an 
excellent  constitution  and  having  enjoy- 
ed, for  the  greater  part  of  his  life,  unin 
tcrrnplcd  health.  1 1 is  mind  is  of  the 
vigorous  cast ; quick  and  clear  in  its 
c inceptions  and  prompt  in  its  decisions 
And  though  lie  never  had  the  benefit  of 
a liberal  education  nor  studied  a profes- 
sion, he  has  greatly  improved  himself 
by  reading  the  best  authors  oh  all  the 
departments  of  political  science,  anci 
still  more,  by  reading  men.  There  arc 
few  better  judges  of  human  nature  than 
he  is. 

It  is  not  my  intention  to  make  a com- 
parison between  Gen.  Desha  a;ul  his  op- 
ponents. The  pretensions  o!  the  latter 
appear  to  have  been  sufficiently  canvas- 
sed by  their  respective  friends  and  ene- 
mies. The  public  will  decide  for  itself.

Sir — In  addressing  ourselves  to  you, 
who  have  yourself  participated  in  the 
various  advantages  of  a well  directed 
medical  education,  and  boen  so  highly 
instrumental  in  extending  the  fruits  cf 
it  to  others,  it  would  be  useless  to  dwell 
on  the  importance  of  the  subject. 

No  less  superfluous  would  h be  to  at-* 
tempt  to  prove  to  you,  that  such  an  ed- 
ucation can  be  most  readily  acquired  in 
a school  of  medicine  judiciously  organ- 
ized. and  efficiently  administered. 

Nor  docs  your  stock  of  knowledge 
permit  you  to  be  unacquainted  with  the 
fact,  that  in  different  climates  and  re- 
gions, diseases,  as  well  as  different  mod- 
ifications of  the  same  disease,  aie  found 
to  prevail,  requiring  different  modes  cf 
treatment.  This  is  a truth  incontesti- 
bly  established  by  observation  and  ex- 
perience, and  unanimously  recognizul 
by  the  good  sense  of  physicians.. 

In  relation  to  yourself,  it  is,  no  doubt, 
equally  -unnecessary  to  represent  to  you 
that, in  the  great  valley,  of  the  Missis* 
sippi,  the  character  and  course  of  dis- 
eases are  as  different  from  those  of  th© 
diseases  of  most  of  the  Atlantic  states, 
especially  that  section  of  them  situated 
north  ofthe  Potomac,  as  is  the  general 
aspect  of  Western  America,  from  that 
of  the  country  east  of  the  mountains* 
Yet  are  we  persuaded  that  this  truth, 
prominent  as  it  is,  ar.d  impressive  as  it 
ought  to  be,  if  not  less  generally  known* 
is  at  ledst,  much  less  attended  to  than  it 
ought  to  be,  and  that  the  weight  and 
consideration  attached  to  it  are  great  iy 
below  its  real  importance.  We  need 
scarcely  add,  that  this  circumstance  aj 
lone  cails  for  a scheme  of  education  a- 
mong  the  people  of  the  west,  different 
from  that  which  has  been  Heretofore  pur« 
sued. 

It  isimivcrsally  admitted  that  a com- 
petent knowledge  of  diseases  is  best  ac- 
jnired,  if  not  acquired  only , by  uniting 
ibservation  to  reading ;•  while  an  ac- 
quaintance with  the  mpst  successful 
mode  of  treating  them  is  necessarily  th© 
result  of  experience  alone*  The  appli- 
cability of  this  truth  to  our  present  pur- 
pose must  be  sufficiently  obvious  to 
you. 

Other  things  being  alike,  that  school 
of  Medicine  promises  to  be  most  use- 
ful, and  deserves  to  be  most  extensively 
p ronised,  which,  in  connection  with  the 
general  principles  of  the  profession, 
communicates  to  its  pupils,  from  the 
most  ample  and  correct  sources,  a spe- 
cific knowledge  of  those  complaints  w ith 
which  they  expect  to  be  chiefly  conver- 
sant, in  the  course  of  their  practice— 
which,  in  its  instructions^  unites  to  th© 
science  of  "Medicine  more  technically 
considered,  a practical  knowledge  of 
climate,  of  topographical  influences, 
and  of  the  manners  and  inodes  of  life,  oF 
the  people,  for  whose  immediate  benefit 
its  pupils  are  educated.  Add  to  this, 
that  if  it  tend  to  foster  and  strengthen, 
in  the  bosom  of  youth,  praiseworthy  lo- 
cal attachm  nts,  and  pride  of  country* 
and  thus  to  rcndei  them  not  only  wiser 
but  bcttcT  citizens,  it  becomes  thereby* 
enhanced  in  value,  and  more  worthy  of 
the  patronage  of  an  enlightened  and  vir- 
tuous people. 

It  was  considerations  like  these,  that 
led  to  the  'erection  of  a Medical  school 
in  Transylvania  University. 

Nor  did  they  alone  furnish  ground 
for  the  arduous  undertaking! 

Other  motives,  of  force  and  moment 
scarcely  inferior,  were  not  'wanting  to 
awaken  desire  and  give  strength  to  reso- 
lution. 

That  a larger  section  of  country 
should,  without  a strenuous  effort  to 
prevent  it,  continue  dependant  on  a 
smaller  one,  for  the  higher  and  more 
honorable  attainments  of  life,  is,  to  feel- 
ing and  elevated  minds,  a circumstance 
eminently  painful  and  mortifying.  It 
begets  arrogance  and  pride  in  those  who 
give,  and  a corresponding  humiliation 
and  want  of  self-esteem,  on  the  part  of 
those  who  passively  receive. 

Until  the  principles  of  our  nature 
shall  have  undergone  a change,  such 
must  be  the  case,  in  every  scheme  of 
numan  intercourse,  where  the  parties 
concerned  are  acknowledged  to  be  une- 
qual in  intellectual  attainments. 

Of  no  less  importance  is  another  fact 
which  remains  to  be  mentioned — that 
the  distant  situation  of  the  eastern 
sch©o!s,and  the  heavy  expense  attached 
t©  an  attendance  on  them,  must  necessa- 
rily prevent,  both  now  and  hereafter, 
the  great  body  of  the  young  men  of  the 
west,  from  resorting  to  them  for  the  pur- 
poses of  instruction. 

For  these  reasons,  of  the  soundness 
and  strength  ef  which  you  are  compe- 
tent to  judge,  we  venture  to  solicit  of 
you,  as  a fellow-citizen  of  the  west,  your 
patronage  and  services,  in  behalf  ofthe 
Medical  school  of  Transylvania  Uni- 
versity. 

That  nothing  may  be  concealed  from 
the  public  or  yourself,  and  that  you  may 
have  a thorough  knowledge  ofthe  prob- 
able effects  of  your  kind  offices,  in  the 
co-operation  we  ask  of  you,  the  follow-, 
ing  is  submitted  to  you,  as  a frank  expo- 
sition of  the  present  slate  and  condition 
of  this  infant  institution,  and  of  the  view* 
and  determinations  of  those,  to  whose 
keeping;  ^ interests  are  more  inunrUi. 
ately  confided. 

1 lie  professors  hold  themselves bound 
to  each  other,  and  to  the  people  of  tl,° 
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west,  by  ev«ry  tie  that  is  sacred  or  hon- 
orable, faithfully  and  vigorously  to  per- 
severe in  their  duties,  as  long  as  perse- 
verance shall  be  fostered  by  encourage- 
ment, or  labour  cheered  by  the  hope  of 
success. 

Notwithstanding  the  lateness  of  the 
period  at  which  the  organisation  of  the 
school  was  publicly  announced  last  au- 
tumn, and  the  doubt  which  even  then 
prevailed,  whether  a full  course  of  lec- 
tures would  be  delivered  in  it,  the  num- 
ber of  pupils  in  attendance  during  the 
Session  was  thirty  six — a higher  amount, 
as  we  believe,  than  marks  the  com- 
mencement of  any  similar  institution  on 
record. 

A sum  of  money,  for  the  procurement 
of  books  and  chemical  apparatus,  having 
been  placed  at  our  disposal  by  the-- legis- 
lature of  Kentucky,  there  is  reason°  to 
hope  that  our  classes  will  increase,  with 
the  augmentation  of  our  means  of  in- 
struction. 

The  professional  branches  taught  in 
this  school,  are  Anatomy,  Surgery,  Mid- 
wifery, the  Practice  of  Physic,  the  Insti- 
tutes of  Medicine,  Materia  Mcdlca,  and 
Chemistry  ; and  the  course  of  lectures 
delivered  is  as  full  as  that  in  any  other 
school  in  the  United  States. 

Each  session  will  open  hereafter  on  the 
first  Monday  in  November,  and  close 
some  time  in  March,  the  precise  day  to 
he  determined  by  circumstances. 

As  some  evidence  of  the  character 
of  the  course  of  lectures  delivered,  and 
of  the  impression  made  and  the  anticipa- 
tions excited,  by  the  exertions  of  the  fa- 
culty during  last  winter,  you  are  refer- 
red to  a series  of  resolutions,  passed  by 
the  Medical  class,  on  the  3d  instant,  and 
published  in  many  of  the  western  pa- 
pers. 

We  rejoice  at  being  enabled  to  state, 
that  as  far  as  correct  information  has 
reached  us,  a sincere  and  unanimous 
wish  for  the  prosperity  of  our  school  ap- 
pears to  be  cherished,  not  only  by  our 
professional  brethren,  but  by  the  great 
body  of  our  fellow-citizens  oi'  the  w est. 
With  these  propitious  dispositions  to  en- 
courage us,  and  corresponding  endea- 
vors to  aid  us  in  our  enterprise,  we  will 
«steem  no  labor  arduous,  no  difficulty 
formidable. 

For  your  further  satisfaction  it  is  pro- 
per we  should  make  known  to  you,  that 
hereafter  Medical  Students  will  be  fur- 
nished in  respectable  families,  in  this 
place, with  good  and  entire  accommo- 
dations, including  boarding,  lodging, 
Washing,  fire  and  candles,  for  the  mode 
xate  sum  of  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
per  week  ; and  that  a person  will  be  ap- 
pointed, from  whom,  on  their  arrival, 
they  may  receive  all  requisite  informa- 
tion on  this  subject,  so  a3  to  avoid  trou- 
ble, and  escape  imposition.

Ve  are  indebted  to  Mr.  Moore,  who 
tved  last  evening  in  the  ship  Bloom - 
Rose,  from  Monte  Video,  and  Mal- 
iado,  for  the  following  interesting  in- 
mation. 

f he  following  is  an  extract  from  the 
enos  Ayres  Gazette  of  the  2d  March 
)n  the  10th  of  March,  a small  boat  ar- 
id at  Monte  Video  from  Bueno3 
res  with  an  account  o [another  revo- 
o;i,  brought  about  by  the  party  oppo- 
to  the  late  treaty.  They  displaced 
ratea,  and  put  Gen.  Balcarce  at  the 
d of  the  government.  This  is  said  to 
e been  caused  by  the  demand  of  the 
es,  that  the  province  of  Buenos  Ayres 
uld  join  them  in  the  war  against  the 
:uguesc,  and  in  consequence  of  Sar- 
ia  having  supplied  them  with  arms. 

I few  days  afterwards,  information  ar- 
id of  the  allied  troops  having  entered 
taken  possession  of  Buenos  Ayres, 
eir  force  did  not  consist  of  more  than 
0 or  1200  men,  hut  as  they  wore  fa- 
ablv  received  by  the  lower  classes  of 
abitant9,both  of  the  town  and  country, 
v met  with  no  opposition.  It  was  re- 
nted that  the  Federal  soldiers  were 
ilty  of  great  excesses,  and  that  the  ci 
tvasin  great  confusion  and  terrrer. 

In  consequence  of  this  last  revolution 
.vas  supposed  that  a war  with  Porttiga* 

, uld  immediately  follow;  and  it  was 
d some  Portuguese  vessels  had  been 

tained  up  the  riv$v  by  * 


Ayrean  privateer,  formely  the  French 
ship  Braque,  and  that  there  was  an  cm 
bargo  upon  them  at  Buenos  Ayres.  Oi 
receipt  of  this  news  the  Portuguese  Fri- 
gate lying  off  Monte  Video,  immediately 
commenced  preparng  for  sea.  A hot 
press  took  place  to  fill  up  her  crew 
which  was  very  deficient ; an  embargo 
was  laid  upon  all  vessels  in  the  harbor, 
but  taken  off  in  a few  days.  The  frigate 
had  not  sailed  on  the  26th  March,  the 
day  the  Blooming  Rose  lost  sight  of  the 
city. 

The  Portuguese  troops  had,  of  late  ac- 
quired such  advantages  over  those  of 
Artigas,  that  the  greater  part  of  the 
Banda  Oriental  had  submitted  to  their 
authority.  It  was  reported,  that  the 
patriot  chieftain  was  somewhere  in  the 
Entfo  Rios,  recruiting  his  forces.  The 
officer  next  in  command  to  him,  had 
come  over  to  Potuguese,  together  with 
a considerable  nuifibcr  of  his  trdops. 

Pueyredon,  late  director  of  Buenos 
Ayres  remained  at  Monte  Video  where 
he  lived  retired — his  family  had  joined 
him. 

A Portuguese  gun  boat  schooner  ar- 
rived at  Monte  Video  on  the  19th  of 
March,  from  Buenos  Ayres4  having  on 
board  a number  of  persons  who  retired 
from  that  place  in  consequence  of  being 
involved  in  the  late  revolutions. 

Among  them  were  Diaz  find  Nunez, 
the  first  president  and  the  latter  secre- 
tary of  the  late  congress  ; and  Alvarez,* 
the  editor  of  the  Gazette.  It  was  said 
the  schooner  escaped  in  the  night.  Al- 
vrez  left  Monte  Video  the  latter  end  of 
February  for  Buenos  Ayres  ; he  was  im- 
prisoned after  his  arrival  there,  but  af- 
terwards liberated. 

— 

Gallant  affair  ! A person  had  an  ex- 
hibition of  wax  figures  at  York,  U.  C. 
Among  them  was  one  oftnty.  gen.  Jack- 
son.  It  was  “highly  offensive,  not  par- 
ticularly to  the  inhabitants  of  York,  but 
to  every  Brutish  subject,  whose  heart 
beat  in  unison  with  loyalty  to  his  sov- 
reign,”  and  so  they  asemblcd  with  dire- 
ful intent,  bravely  seized  upon  the  poor 
waxen  figure,  and  with  infinite  courage, 
“hung  it  as  high  as  Aaman.”  Really— 
really,  this  is  too  small. 

The  navy,  'Three  ships  cf  the  line 
are  now  lying  in  the  hraborof  New  York. 
The  Washington,  Franklin  and  Ohio, 
the  latter  just  launched.  The  Indepen- 
dence sat  BiiSton,  and  the  Columbus  in 
the  Mediterranean.  Four  others  are 
nearly  ready  to  launth,  one  at  Per.  mouth, 
one  at  Charlestown,  near  Boston,  one  at 
Philadelphia,  and  one  at  Gosport,  near 
Nofolk.  Several  44  gun  frigates  arc  in 
considerable  forwardness.  The  equita- 
ble-mode  adopted  for  the  naming  of  our 
ships  of  the  line,  though  it  may  some- 
times wound  a local  pride,  must  need, 
be  accepted  as  the  best  plan  that  cotri  : 
have  been  pursued  lu  quiet  local  jeal- 
ousies.— Niles. 


Rhode  Island  has  received  of  the  U- 
nited  States  the'sum  of  £25,030,  towards 
defraying  tbe  expenditures  fur  military 
icrvices  in  the  late  war. 

The  thrifty  little  stateof  Rhode  Island 
is,  at  this  time,  the  most  prosperous  cf 
my  in  the  union,  notwithstanding  the 
multitude  of  small  banking  institutions 
that  abound  there,  from  the  force  of  do- 
mestic industry  applied  to  manufactures; 
which,  in  despite  of  every  obstacle,  is  in 
a condition  that  must  be  considered  a 
happy  one,  compared  with  that  of  most 
other  places;  a rigid  economy,  in  some 
measure,  supplying  the  want  of  public 
protection;  except  in  the  people  them- 
selves— who  chiefly  consume  the  pro- 
duce of  their  respective  neighbourhoods. 
The  balance  of  trade  is  generally  in  fa- 
vor of  the  state,  and  the  want  of  specie 
is  not  felt  by  those  who  have  a right  to 
demand  it,  for  the  banks  are  in  a very 
comfortable  state. — II.

HOUSE  OF  COMMONS,  April  7 
THE  KING'S  SPEECH 

The  Speaker  stated  that  the  House- 
had  been  to  the  House  of  Peers,  and 
heard  the  speech  delivered  by  his  Ma- 
jesty, of  which,  to  prevent  mistake,  ho 
had  obtained  a copy.  This  he  read,  as 
follows : 

44  My  Lords  and  Gentlemen,

The 
yellow  will  be  beautiful,  of  various  shades, 
from  a pale  to  a rich  gold  color  And  the 
Nankeens  are  wan  anted  lobe  so  far  superior 
to  the  East  India  nankeen  color,  as  to  be  in- 
distructible,  while  a fibre  of  the  cloth  is  re- 
maining. Cloths  died  in  this  way,  arc  moro 
durable  than  when  dyed  of  the  nankeen  color 
made  with  copcras,  as  the  keen  particles  of 
iron  in  coperas,  must  cut  thc  fibres  of  the 
cloth,  and  produce  what  is  commonly  called 
“ a rotten  color,”
